Miry Brapnon died three weeks since of drink in
second story back. The house and yard were cleaned
yeaterday, but need whitewashing badly.

The yards of Nos, (90, 652, 634, and 625 are all ina
flithy condition, ashes and fecal matier in heups, and
privy walls overfowing.

«Phe street was cleaned yesterday,”" but badly,
the gutters flled with (ithy water; ashes not re-
moved with regulnrity.

Would recommend all these houses to bhe wlite-
washed, privies cleaned and ashes ln yards rémoved
at owners' expense, They should then be policed
daily aud whitewashed weekly, The cellar roomns
shiould be closed, | wonld recommend the most de.
clded megsures on the part of the Board of Health
in keeping this section of the city clean amd o o
tealthy condition.

Beltler this morning was arraigned George 3.
Thateher, a young man, formerly in the employ
of Colonel Willism T. Forbes, United Statés
Pension Agent, No. 718 Bansom street, on the
charge of emberzlement. The allegation was,
that during the absence of Mr. Owen Sheridan,
Chief Clerk, in Europe, Mr. Thatcher acted in
his stead, and approprinted to his own use 21800
belopging to the Government.

Mr. Owen Sherldan, Jr., testiied—1It was through
my instrumentality that George H. Thatcher ob-
tained a position in the Pension oMce, No, 718 San-
som street ; T was asked abont him and advised it, and
became his secarity ; 1 was abgent from the country
for gome time, and on my return discovered dls-
crepancies between the amounts sald to have been
pald by Thatcher to the pensloners and the vouohers ;
an examination of his books showed that, in more
than one instance, the sum of 4 hundred dollars had
bheen overcharged, at one time $350 for §160, and at
another $i00 for $100; on the 18th of .hnuary
there appears on the books payments to the
amount of $8i6-20, whilst vouchers recorded
only call for $276-20, and on the 2181 §302 was marked
wn out, whilst youchers could be found for only

Mr. Walker, Ol man of the Committee on
Plane and Lienfteoture, announced that there
are oerialn bills yet unpuid, which have been
oxamiued by the Committes on Plans and Ar-
chittoture and found to be correct; they have
aleo ascertalned that all the bills are now in,
and they amount In the ageregate to 105150,
There i# at present an unexpended bLalance of
appropriastion of $1480-08, thus leaving a defi-
clency of $21547,
